The band started with "Strike out", a fast 
heavy punk number which the crowd liked. 

I reckon RIOT ACT are better than the 
MEMBERS musically speaking. They have a 
very good presence, some feed back couldnt 
be helped. The group didnt mind the follow 
-era shouting SHAM 69 slogans, theyve got 
a good crowd following but with the wrong 
people - it reminds me of 2 years ago when 
punk came into full awing. 

RIOT ACT have got a good strong pulse beat 
it keeps the adrenalin beating, its not bor- 
ing. They keep going fast and loud and are 
very good fun with chanting lyrics. Tonight 
it was a very full nouae. 

Other songs they did were "Numbers", also a 
cover of "Pretty vacant ' 1 - brilliant. They 
played for about an hour: tneir best num- 
bers are - "Strike out", "Pretty vacant", 
"Numbers", and "Tougher than you".

well, its just a question of getting people to cone and f ^ you, wh ether its 
a record contract or an agency you want tuey seem to taka so long in doing 
a simple thing like that." 

GARY - "Yeah, I think the first thing a band needs, instead of guitars is probably 
a telepnone." 

Talking about agenciss,and the like, the band has this much to say - 
DAVE - "I dont think we'd better mention any names had we ?" 

GARY - "Whose names ?" 

DAVE -"Anybodys names" 

GARY -"All rign t,we wont mention any names" 
i)AVL -"like £ RO/ ,f 

GARY -"OBd, ‘lus tn 1 t □ ention tnem" 





The DEFENDANTS need a benevolent manager who's rich, who wont interfere with 
their music or anything else on tne artistic side, or as Gary puts it- 
"Who wont actually do anything except supply you with money". 

All this might sound too much like business, but its best to know wnat you 
are up against* The companies want to make money out of the band, they* re not 
going to sign anybody because they like the music, after all^tneir favourite 
phrase is "good product". As if we didnt have enough already* The finished 
article, moulded ir.to s:iape, streamlined fast car perfect leave it alone just 
admire it with your eyes - but do at you change it. 

The DEFENDANTJ are thinking of making another single. Their first 1 Euch a 
spiv f ,nas been rereleased since it eaae off Ine presses a year ago, but ita 
not renresentative of their sound now.

They'd like to see an L.P, released with local bands on it - 3PEClAL3 f n ARD TOP

They dont see much alternativ tc the 'get to London, find a record company 1 
route to success. Some friends of theirs helped run radio Jackie, a pirate station 
which survived for 10 years. It got closed down a few weeks ago* 

GABY -"They were running it from tne middle of a field, they'd go to the middle of 
a field at night and set up the transmitter and leave it running and nide 
in the bushes. Sometimes tne guy wno made tue tape would be in the busnes 
and tlie polio or G.P.O# would arrive and confiscate the equipment."

He said that the BUZZCOCKS ’Spiral 
scratch 1 ZP will be re-released soon on 
it 1 s original Hew Hormones label* He has 
also written a lot of songs for a new LP, 
but aay 3 that they are not BUZZGOCKS 
songs (a solo LP ?) , 

I asked him why his last single - 
rl Every bo dys happy no wad ay s'* had such a 
simple verse and chorus. He said study 
the lyrics and they tell what I was thin- 
king at the tiae./iost of his songs are 
about expressed feelings, which can still 
be related to, even now. He thinks tne 
record is typically BUZZCGCK3 style, and 
was not put out just to enter the charts. 

Pete agrees tint tne BUZZCQCKJ audien- 
ces are getting younger, with an average 
age group of 14 year olds (last weeks 
Travolta fans}.

I don't really understand this Group, I don't think that they understand themselves, 
nevertheless , , . I first encountered what was to be the nucleus of the 
'Dinosaurs 1 in 1977* then masquerading under the name of 'C, H. Spoils and His 
Very Own Voice ^and* with a hare lineup of acoustic guitar, lead guitar and harp 
they beran the boner, of what we now know as 'panic nusic*. They rehearsed l a 
cold camp cellar deet beneath 62 Wellington Road in the heart of Terry Barr, 
irinfbam, with an occasional seccnd guitarist 'Cowpat' and in the space of a 
week had written well over twenty songs* Unfortunately , then as now, the were 
not proficient musicians; which, remember, prior to this new are was a cardinal 
sin. Amonrst the songs they played me were 'The Snare 1 , 'Problems with the Fuss', 
'Rolling River Blues', ana earlier versions of '/l5*94 Blues' and 'Hy Strange 
Experience (in Your Roof)'. They were hardly together, yet they did perform 
just once r emerging to play one gig at the 'Crown and Cushion', Birmingham, in 
Lay of that year. It was a disaster and off the sta # e they bounded after .mst 
one number their musical aspirations, public at least, seemingly gone. They 
r. turned to their respective studies of architecture and electronics and continued 
to live in that house. 


That ice age was until January of this year, when I encountered two of them once 
more. They were now five and were prone to borrow others when the mood took them. 
They now had scattered amongst their ranks some 100 songs - but not all of them 
knew how to play them! Still the advent of punk had wiped the musical boards 
clean, or so the media told us, and strangely the 'Dinosaurs 1 with little 
relevance to anything in 1977 * seemed now not so decadent. Gadly, the opportunity 
to see them in this city at least just didn't exist. How one gets the confidence 
to go onto the alien gig circuit of London having not been weened on a more 
hospitable home circuit is beyond me. So I saw them in a front living room, in 
their house, Coventry, which is procably the main staj^e for any of the many groups 
now rearing th: mselves in Coven try, A rare chance , however, to see them did come 
in of this year at the Warwick Uni vers it Rock Contest. Without either bass- 

ist or drummer, their short set lacked both beat and timinr, and a^in they weren't 
very good, but they seemed happy enourh, dressed in their bandages, leathers and 
multi-coloured pyjamas. 


They still leave me confused and I don't know what to make of them, or the songs. 
They range from the lulling yet mocking love/neurosis lyric of 'Fingers and Thumbs' 
to the manic psychadelic thump of 'Screamin Old Woman on a Bicycle 1 supposedly 
written about a mad professor- type who rides a bike around the streets of Coventry, 
Running and ridinr away in fact seem to be a reoccuring theme in many of their 
lyrics. 1*11 leave them to leave you with words from their title song; 'We’re the 
digital liners and we're still on the run » , , 1 ('Digital Liners' April, 1979)*

Side 1 starts with ' ec tricity 1 , an instrumental wnlcn is good (l dont 
usually like instrumentals) and has a reggae feel* It goes straight into 
'Sally 1 an uptempo song about a models downhill path, Uext is ' Jono-a- 
go-go'jalso fairly fast f with a powerful cnomn* f Uont push 1 carries on 
at the same pace, it has a Russian cossack style break towards the end - 
1t Hey,hey,hey t hey* tt . The classic 'Solitary confinement 1 closes this side, 
(a different version to the Stiff single - with sax appeal*) 

Side 2, track l»is 'Prustated/Bagshot* with an kiddie Cochran style 
intro and a chorus of r, If I'm really, really good - will you let me vatchf 
which runs into 'Stand up and spit', a laid back reggae song, iiext is 
a new version of 'Sound of tie suburbs' - as good as toe single, 

'Phone in show' is about cheap entertainment from local radio, with a 
phone call break in tne middle. 'Love in a lift* is reggae influenced 
but speeds up towards the end. Then finally theres the title track, 'At 
toe Chelsea nightclub* , recorded live. Another excellent track with great 
lyrics and a 'Ky generation* riff. 

After being disapointed by toe John Peel session, I was surprised that 
this L*P. was 30 good. It manages to cap tore aoue jf their live magic, 
and is worth getting if you liked any or all of their singles.

The ghost of early 3 ham 69 is here on this record- This is what they used 
to sound like, when they were good. - "I'M AN UPSTART, HEX, WHAT YOU GOMA 
DO ?" * gravelly vocals over a fast tune- This is excellent, and well prod- 
uced by - surprise, surprise, Jimmy Pursey. 

The B side LEAVE KE ALONE ( not the sham nunber)is a beat number, reminiscent 
of the Rezillos f but with a yob on vocals, - "Just go away and leave me alone 
Also good, and surprisingly well played.

You do not buy this record for the music,you buy it for the energy, tne beat, 
and most of all for the lyrics* 

There are 16 tracks on the L.P./e.P, 'Asylum*, an anti- religious jig.*- ,iias 
been censored and is left as a minute of silence and retitled 'the sound of 
free speech* (its available from Crass if you send them a cassette) 

The first track is 'Do they owe us a living* f a fast song with a strong char— 
us — p< 0f course they fucking do!'* . ’End result 1 is nothing special- 1 Theyve 
got a bomb' is good with its break in the middle. Crass tnen prove punk is 
alive by singing 'Punk is dead 1 (in the same way the Pistols proved they cared 
by singing M We dont care”-)- tnis is a put down of all tne commercialism. 

'Reject' is not uc„ jc 1. 'General Bacardi' is one of the best tracks, its 
a comment on the hippy revolution. 'Banned from the Rory 1 is another attack on 
the governs ent/army. Side 1 ends with 'i's song' - ( they re repressing us'.) 

'Fight war, not wars' opens side 2, a simple message (and true). A change of 
vocalists for 'ttfomen'-sung by a women* "Fuck is womens money, war is mens money" 
1 Securicor' is an attack on that 'private army* , 1 Sucks' is a put down of relig- 
ious/political beliefs - "is it really working 11 * 

'You pay* , is another poor:r trnc‘ • Next is 'Angels' - areally strong track 
contrasting plastic TV programmes with real life (as in northern Ireland), 
'feat a sname' falls down with little or no tune. Then tneres *3o what 1 , with 
snearing vocals, attacking church and system in one song - "bo wnat if Jesus 
died on the cross/so what about the fucker I dont give a toss. ** so what, so 
what, so what*" - perhaps the best track on the E.P* It ends with a repeat of 
'Do they owe us a living* , retitled ' Well, .do they* * 

I have no - he^r- an >Jbur, wit,, as much attack/put down on it before. In 
amongst it there are a lot of truths, but I hop a they put more into the music 
in future as it is a bit too basic and this will soon get boring. Otherwise 
this is a good record, costing about £2.
